Henry Ford for the rights and use of the govern- 
ment property at Muscle Shoals, 
On one -hand 


.thcr'a la the objection, very emphatic, that, the 
government should not enter into private compet- 
ing business and that is what the plant,' 11 oper- 
ated by the government, would do. It,'will re- 
quire runny millions of dollars more to finish th« 
plant and the dams. This will have to be spent 
•whether it Is operated by the government or goes 
to Sir. Ford. On one hand is'the almost general 
opinion that if the plant should be completed and 
used by the government, it would 1 e at a loss, 
and If it goes to Mr. Ford he acduires the use of 
water power of immense value at less than one 
per cent of the total federal investment.
